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This paper is designed to point its readers in the right direction. Essentially, towards the truth. It will enlighten 
its readers who really ‘owns’ of this broken world.

Mowbray on the 8th of June 2017 he writes, ‘The Greatest Scientific Discoveries that were made in dreams.’

How and why is this possible? According to Sir John Eccles, in his research on the brain, describes the brain as 
“a machine that a ghost’ can operate.” It essentially means that the brain is the cockpit with spirit/soul as the 
driver of the body. He therefore believes there is compelling evidence to support the traditional religious belief 
in the existence of a non-physical soul/spirit (collectively called the ‘conscious mind’)...If then the human

3. Different theologies that came up from occult understanding 


3.1 Ecotheology 


The Ecological movement such as ‘the national environmental! education act,'° put forth to generate 
international support for its movement—asking whether the hole in the ozone layer is a critical natural 
phenomenon or man-made. Is the globe actually warming or cooling ? In the 60s and 70s, scientists were 
warning about global cooling'’, not global warming. Though it calls primarily upon ‘scientific data’ for support, 
the ecological movement is a religion with its own ecotheology.! 8 Carl Sagan, credited it with some occult 
power, a witch worshiping “Mother Nature,” and scientists and university professors crediting mystic 
evolutionary forces with producing the Human brain.” It is a perversion to give reverence to the impersonal 
creation instead of the personal God who created us, a perversion entertained in order to escape moral 
accountability to our Creator.” This growing ‘pagan spirituality’! with its worship of creation instead of the 
Creator is an ideal vehicle for joining in partnership science and religion. As early as 1988, Willis Harman, 
president of the institute of Noetic Sciences on “the Immanent Reconciliation of Science and Religion,” a 
reconciliation, of course which could not include true Christianity. Nevertheless, Christians are being drawn 
into this coalition and the ‘ecological crisis’ is used to justify this process. 


3.2 Apotheosis 


It all began from the serpent’s lie, that man can become 'God™ in his own right, still rules the human soul. To a 
child, tales of magical powers are appealing and one does not entirely outgrow this childhood fantasy. People’s 
pursuit has provided much of the motivation behind science and technology, from alchemy to nuclear physics 
and everything in between. And how better to prove that man is God than with demonstration of godlife, 
‘psychic powers’?”* The hope for magic remedies fuels the alternative health craze and thousands diagnosed

3.3 Psychology” 

We have already noted that the brain does not think. Thought originates in the soul”, which then uses the brain 
to cause the body to say or do its will. The spirit separated from the body remains conscious, whether in heaven 
or hell. The rich man, whose body was in the grave, was certainly conscious in hell (Luke 16:23-31), and so 
are those in heaven who have been separated from their bodies: “I saw under the altar [in heaven] the souls of 
them that were slain for the word of God...and they cried with a loud voice” (Revelation 6:9-10) 


David Bohm, student of the Indian mystic Krishnamurti, was heavily influenced by Hinduism and its reliance 
on mystic revelation said, “the impossibility of final knowledge” through science.” Joan Borysenko, cancer cell 
biologist and New Age leader, talks of “psychology and medicine and spirituality all [coming] together.” 
Thomas Szasz called psychology “the clever and cynical destruction of the spirituality of man, and its 
replacement by a positivistic ‘science of mind. ”” 

Sigmund Freud, an Austrian Neurologist said that religion is the “enemy.”*° Instead he established a new 
destructive religion with man as a ‘god.’ Much like Carl Jung (a Swiss Physicist), Freud was heavily involved 
in the occult. Infact, Martin and Deidre Bodgan pointed out: Jung participated in the occult practices of 
necromancy and he mythologized Scripture and reduced the basic doctrine of the Christian faith into esoteric’! 
gnosticism.’ ? Freud too was involved in idolatry and the occult. He collected a large number of ancient Greek, 
Roman, Orientals, and Egyptian artifacts, including rows of statuettes arranged on his desk and around his 


channeling, petrification, prophecy, psychic surgery, telekinesis, psychometry, pyrokinesis, rddhi, shapeshifting, thoughtography, 
xenoglossy, witnessing. 
Two famous Hindu missionaries, Swami Vivekananda (in 1893 to ‘the World’s Parliament of Religions in Chicago’) and 

Swami Yogananda (in 1920 to ‘An International Congress of Religious Liberals’ in Boston arranged by the Unitarians), both went to 
the west in order to participate in religious congresses held by liberal Christians. It was assumed that they were also liberals without 
much reflection but they were not. They were disciples of ‘gurus,’ deeply rooted in the tradition of medieval India. (Unlike a 
Brahmanistic guru, a Vedantic guru drops all his identities. They were anandas, i.e. monks or swamis belonging to the order of the 
great swamis of Indian traditions, the paramahamsas.)

He used 
some of them to help him to write”? 


C.G. Jung met with a guardian spirit in visionary states who supplied him with insights, and in this regard “he 
was like a shaman who, having been given a special vision, translated it into terms meaningful for his tribe” 
(Staude 1981:60). The guardian’s name was Philemon, an ancient Gnostic figure who appeared to Jung as an old 
man with a long white beard, the horns of a bull, and the wings of a kingfisher. Jung painted a portrait of him, 
with wings spread, on the wall over his bed in the austere tower he built in Bollingen, his home. 


The attempt to deal with human behaviour scientifically has opened the door to occult seduction. A lengthy 
study appointed by the American Psychological Association” in 1979 concluded that psychology is not and 
cannot be a science.” Man’s problem is that he is separated from God by sin. Psychology has turned sin into 
sickness, a sickness of the mind that requires not repentance and reconciliation with God, but therapy and 
reconciliation with one’s “inner truth.” Templeton promotes it as ‘learn[ing] to tap...the resources of our inner 
being.” This is nothing but shamanism and occultism. With the failure of science to provide the answers, the 
heart seeks the world, instead of turning to God and to His sure Word. It has turned back to mysticism and 
occultism, now supported by psychology. 


Conclusion 


As can be see, the spirits presented themselves as an occult, a secret; something which was hidden, available 
only to a few individuals. We also learn that the same spirit that was at work within all religion (Christianity is 
no exception) was also at work within the secular world. Behind every major scientific discovery are spirits— 
we see the spirits of the world manifesting in various ways through various people.
